Call National Convention. 

Considering the republic of Panama to 
be in complete peace, the junta tomorrow 
will publish a decree convoking a ‘nation- 
al convention for Jan. 15, 1904.

TAKES PICTURES WITH RADIUM. 


Experiments at Northwestern Univer- 
sity Show Rare Mineral to Exist 
in Pitchblend. 


Prof. Alja R. Crook of Northwestern. uni- 
versity has discovered that there is sufficient 
radium in the mineral pitchblend to make 
it possible for a photograph to be taken by it. 

By winding tin wire around a sensitive 
photographic plate and the wrapping the 
several coverings of black 
paper ta exclude the light, the professor pre- 
pared a device by which the radium rays from 
the pitchblend, passing through the paper. 
made an impression on the sensitive plate, 
so that when the plate was developed it 
showed where the wires had been wrapped 
around it. 

“It long has been krfown that there is 
radium in pitchblend.” said Prof. Crook 
yesterday. “ and the value of my experiment 
is in its proof of a new way in which to dis- 
cover radium in minerals.” 


TRIES SUICIDE IN HIS CELL. 


With His Suspenders Fred Neff At- 
tempts to End His Life and Is 
Discovered. 


Fred Neff, alias Charles Freeman, charged 
with the theft of diamonds valued at $5,000 
from the Pacific Express company, laet night 
tried to commit suicide by hanging himself 
with his suspenders in his cell at the Har- 
rison street police station.

Some Criminal and Much “Paper” 


Responsibility Found 


to Exist. 


Thirty years of political use of pubiie 
money. Thirty years of ‘official holdup, in 
which the city itself was the holdup man and 
the property owner the victim. 

Such a period is covered by the Haskins- 
Sells report om the special assessment tund 
as given yesterday morning in THE TRIBUNE, 
It was analyzed yesterday by the city officials 


and the story of figures showing deficits, il- 


legal transfers, and misuse of public funds 
became a story of politicians and how they 
used the money. 

“The greatest awakening of civic con- 
science in this country,’’ are the terms used 
by Controller McGann in describing . the 
movement which has resulted in the clearing 
up of the ancient mystery of the city hall, 
“It is greater and means moreé,”’ he said, 
“than any effort at municipal house cleaning 
ever undertaken here.” 


Steps to Collect Money Dus... 

Immediate steps are to be taken to collect 
money which the report shows to be due the 
city. It is announced that any person te 
whom the report shows that money is due 
may call at the controller’e office and re- 
ceive payment. 

By the city officials the report is 
as showing the following, which @o not in- 
clude all the items of the account, but the 
ones with which the city will have to deal: 
criminal gesponsibility for $27,000. 

A “ paper responsibility of §2,000,000. 

Am actual deficit of $600,000 which the city 

In explaining these varying “ responstbil< 
ities,’ it is said that that which is called 
“criminal” represemts the amounts 
gally paid to favored property owners in re- 
bates and to contractors in double payments. 
The “ paper responsibility represents what 
the city would owe to property owners if ali 
those entitled to money were aiive, had proof, 
and would call for it. The actual deficit of 
$600,000 represents what the city officials 
expect to pay out on such claims. 


Fund Jugglers Called Pirates. 

As a document explaining political meth. 
ods in thirty years of Chicago civic ad- 
ininistration, the figures are entitled to rank 
with a political novel. “ The pirates” is a 
jovial term used to describe the men who 
juggled with the funds. i 

In all the jugglery,.it is asserted, there 
was no money diverted to private use. The 
men who misused the public funds were not 
“ grafters”’ in the sense that they were 
seeking to fill their own pockets. A charge 
of personal dishonesty is not made against 
any of the officials. The charge is that of 
political “ grafting’’~the use of pubiie 
roney for the advantage of the party in 
power. 

Two features of the report, when-the fig- 
ures are interpreted, show the methods of 
the officials. One deals with ‘fund W,” the 
other with public benefits. . 


“Fund W” a Patronage Pool. 
 “ Fund W ” represents the great patronagy 
pool of the city, acocrding to Controller Mo: 
Gann. Into it was turned the 6 per cent o/ 
every special assessment which the law al- 
lowed the city to take to pay court costs and 
the expenses of spreading an assessment for 
public improvement. 

With “ Fund W ” at thelr disposal the city 
officials swelled the pay rolls. Ward heelérs 
were given work. Political friends were 
taken cafe of. The property owners, in pay~ 
ing for the improvement of streets, paid cam- 


paign debts. 
Controller McGann does not consider this 


reason he reduces the general deficit by over 
#2,000,000 at one blow. . 

The city, he claims, was entitled to take fhe 
6 per cent from each assessment to cover the 
cost of spreading the tax. This sum probably 
should have been credited to each street, and 
net thrown into a himp ‘sum, but this tech- 
nicality was passed over. 

Fund W became a slush fiind.” 

No particular official could be blamed, {t 
is said. All connived in the use of the money 
and no taxpayer could make a valid objec- 
tion. 

“Every mayor, every controller; every 
corporation counsel, every superintendent 
of special assessments, every member of 
the finance committee, every member of the 
city council since the fire,” said Mr. Me- 
Gann, “ has been instrumental in such use 
of the public money as the report shows 
have been practiced.” 

Open Holdup Game. 

What affected the citizen still more was 
the open game of holdup which the city 
worked on him. This was done in court pro- 
ceedings. ¢The’ city is supposed to pave 
street and alley intersections when’ a street 
is improved. The property owners are as- 
sessed a certain sum a front foot of property 
owned by them along the street. - The-city 
takes care of the sections of street which 
are not covered by frontage assesements. 

According to the theory the city paid the 
same rao of assessment as every property 
owner along the street. That was the theory 
The city, however, made the assessment. It 
made the amouht so excessive that the prop- 
erty owners paid not only their share but the 
city’s also. The city paid nothisig for public 
benefits. 

Claim Against an Official. 

Among other accounts which the city will 
now endeavor to collect is one charged 
against Daniel H. Kochersperger, county 
treasurer in 1895. . Instead of remitting cur- 
rency to cover the full amount of his special 
assessment collections for the year, he re- 
mitted $3.000 im vouchers. This is thought 
possible to be explainable and the law de- 
partment has been asked to investigate it. 
All other claims which the city finds against 
former officials and citizens will be ex- 
amined and pushed for collection if possible, 

On the other hand, the city stands ready to 
make returns where it fe proven that it has 
withheld money unlawfully from citizens. In 
fact. this was begun last February. when a 
fund of $400.000 was avaliable. Only a third 
of this has been pald out to property owners. 
It ts estimated that $600,000 fn all will cover 
the Ifabilities which the city must assume. 

** The amounts are small,”’ eaid Ald. Mavor, 
chairman of the finance committee, “* run- 
ning from less than a dollar to. about $40. 
In many instances the property owners are 
deal or have forgotten their claims or won't 
bother with them.” J 

Lack of Private Graft Notable, 

After going through the report with the 
controller and the members of the board of 
local tmprovements C. 8. Ludiam, western 
representative of Haskins & Selis, the ac- 
counting firm, said: 

“The remarkable feature of the assess- 
ment accounts is that no individual secured 
private gain from them. The bookkeeping 
was bad. Councils in the olf days took 
money out of the fund and paid the city’s 
other obligations with it, but that was done 
in the view of the public, and no private’ 
person got the benefit. 

“Sifting everything down, we find that 
the possible fraud involves only $27,168, and 
even the items making up this may be sus- 
ceptible of explanation. The smaliness of 
this sum compared with the big aggregate 
of moneys handled and the talk that has 
gone on for years are, to my mind, the re- 
markable feature of the whole report.” ~ —

Chicago, however, has not contributed to 
this growth. The report shows that there 
are 1,489 fewer communicants this year than 
a year ago, a loss of 6 per cent. 

The explanation advanced is that the new 
coming rectors at two churches, Grace and 
‘Trinity, revised their lists of communicants, 
cutting them down to actual attendants. The 
list at Grace church, according to the Annual, 
was cut from 1,812 to 1,000, and that of Trin- 
ity from 1,357 to. 500. The Rev. James 8. 
Stone of St. James” also revised his church 
em pruning it from 1,502 communicants to 

Dr. Stone declared that if the decrease in 
the number of baptisms had been con- 
tinuous it certainly meant a decrease in the 
birth rate. He said that in his parish, how- 
ever, he had not observed any material de- 
crease. 

“The reduction in the number of com- 
municants does not mean that the church 
attendance is dwindling,’’ he said, “for to 
the contrary we are having larger at- 
tendance and contributions than ever be- 
fore. The figures quoted in the annual 
bearing on my church méan simply that 
there had not been a clearing up of the 
dead wood for some time and that we went 
over the list and all those who had not at- 
tended communion for two years or more 
were stricken off. This does not mean a 
decrease in the actual force, but the elmine- 
tion of the dead wood.”’

or a fireman must be at least 5 feet 7 inches» 
in height, though they may be as much taller |. 


as their other measurements will justify. 


Secretary Corcoran, who is preparing the 


new tables, said yesterday that the follow- 


ing measurements would be the standard:.: 


Girth of waist 90 
Ohest, BOCA! 96 
Chest, expanded 101 
Chest, depth 21 25 
Abdomen, depth 22 


*Centimeters, 
The man 5 feet 9 inches tall must weigh 
from 150 to 190 pounds, while the 6 footer 


must weigh no less than 165 and no more 


than 210 pounds. The chest requirements in 
inches show that the 6 foot man must meas- 
ure 38 inches around and have a chest with 
a depth of 10 inches. He must have an 
expansion of at least:2 inchés, and his abdo- 
men should not have a. depth of more than 
8% inches. His waist girth should be not 
far from 36 inches. 

If the candidate for a policeman’s beat 
varies from this measurement he would bet- 
ter 
undue sige of girth is penalized heavily. The 
language of the rule on this point is this: 

Where a candidate's girth waist measure- 


ment ‘exceeds the maximum as shown in the |’ 


development table by not more than 4 centi- 
meters he shall be credited with 100 per 
cent, with a weight of 5 points, the maxi- 
mum.” 

If the girth is more than 4 and less than 8 
centimeters above the maximum, he is cred- 
ited with 100 per cent on that point, but the 
mark gets a weight of 4. Ifthe girth exceeds. 
8 centimeters over the maximum, only 2 
points are given. The result in each case 
is. divided by 5, and the final mark then is 
added to other marks, and divided for a gen- 
eral result, muscular development counting 
twice as much as measurements, and both 
counting for more than mental ability.

Trade Gossip on ’Change. 


The general testimony regarding the posi- 
tion of wheat supplies in Kansas seems to be 
that fully half of the 1908 crop, if not 60 per 
cent. is back in farmers’ hands. There is an 
occasional] extremist who declares 60 per cent 
has been marketed, but well posted grain 
men asa rule hold the contrary opinion. 
Kansas City grain men who come here tell 
that story; and they teTl it In St. Louls, ac- 
cording to the following letter from a flour 
man there: ‘“ Visitors here who are interest- 
ed in Kansas wheat maintain that ft will be 
tmpossible to grind up the Kansas crop before 
another one is harvested, but if all the soft 
wheat mills in the country are to use a cer- 
tain amount of Kansas wheat, and then in 
the spring the Minneapolis mills find they are 
going to be short, and in consequence buy 
large quantities of southwestern wheat to 
last them until another spring wheat crop is 
harvested, it looks gs if there would be a 
shortage of Kansas wheat before spring. 
With these conditions in view. flour payers 
cannot expect to see lower prices.” 
According to the Northwestern Miller the 
output of the Minneapolfs.mills since July 1 
has been 1,118,000 bris less than for the cor- 
responding period last year, a difference in 
grinding of nearly 5,000,000 bu. This is a 
little surprising in view of all that has been 
heard of the phenomenal flour demand this 
year, and more than offsets the increase in 
output of the country or “ outside "' mills in 
the northwest. Figures for the same period 
are not obtainable, but since Sept. 1, accord- 
ing to the same authority, their output has 
been 21380000 bris, compared with 1,907.000 
bris the corresponding period a year ago, an 
increase of about 765.000 bu in wheat con- 
sumed. The falling off in the Minneapolis 
production was largely due, of course, to the 
strike of mill operatives last October. 


immediate demand for the contract wheat 
stocks in Chicago has been a discouragement 
to the bulls. First, scattered liquidation by 
speculative holders, and then the delivery 
of about 1,000,000 bu as soon as all possi- 
bility of shipment east by lake had closed 
has knocked 3%c off the price in a week 
and depressed it from even terms with May 
to a discount of 2%c. It does not matter 
that the cost of carrying. wheat from De- 
cember to May is figured at about 7c. The 
bull has been used to premiums for cash 
wheat and the near futures, and the ap- 
pearance of a sharp discount instead has a 
tendency to curb some of his enthusiasm. 


The Erie canal wound up business Nov. 28, 
and shippers are now sorry the close was not 
decided on sooner, as 150 canal boats, bound 
for tide water. are frozen in with no hope of 
release until the opening next season. Many 
of them are loaded with grain. 

The Liverpool Corn Trade News of Dec. 1 
expresses an opinion on the bull operations 
in wheat in this market which is held by a 
good many grain men inthiscountry. After 
expressing the opinion that Argentina, bar- 
ring serious accidents during harvest, may 
next year prove to be the largest exporter 
of wheat, beating even America without her 
flour, it says: 

“The American strength is largely as- 
cribed to the operations of a prominent 
dealer in Chicago, who is, it is rumored, in- 
spired by the strength of the position in the 
rorthwest, where reserves are comparative- 
ly light, and the movement unduly small 
“at many interior centers, although, it must 
be admitted, the publishec figures giving the 
daily receipts at Minneapolis and Duluth 
Go not appear sensationally small in compari- 
‘son with jast year’s at a corresponding date. 
“he receipts for the last ten days at 
these two important places have been 7,671.,- 
000 bu, compared with 9,453,000 bu a year ago. 
The visible supply is small, 
slowly; it is, indeed, 15,000,000 bu smaller 
than last year’s, which was itself the smali- 
est aggregate since the Lelter year. We are 
in receipt of further reports from millers in 
America dealing with the difficulty of ob- 
taining a free supply of good milling wheat.

SURPRISE FOR JOE GANS. 


Defeat of Lightweight Champion 
_ by Sam Langford Is Unex- 
pected—Murphy a Fizzle. 


' [BY GEORGE SILER.] 

A story is going the rounds that Champion 
Jim Jeffries and Jim Corbett wii engage in 
a game of fisticuffs at St. Louis as a world’s 
fair attraction, provided, of course, the pro- 
moters hang up.a boodle large enough for 
the big guns to go after. Also provided the 
authorities permit the contest to take place, 
both of which must at present be placed on 
the doubtful list. 

The scheme to bring the two Jims together 
was conceived, it is understood, by H. W. 
Lanigan, and, if my memory serves me 
right. it is Lanigan’s first attempt in the 
line pugilistic. This, however, should “not 
be tabled against him; still he is an unknown 
quantity as a promoter, and the probability 
is he cannot make good. At any rate, he will 
have to show financial cause before either 
oe or Corbett will consider his proposi- 
tion, 

After he does that the authorities will 
have their little say before the public at 
large takes any stock in the affair. Under 
present condition® clubs with legitimate 
membership only are permitted to pull off 
comests, and tickets for contests can be sold 
to members only. It is under these condi- 


tions that Manager Charles Haughton of ’Lelief in the existence of such deals. 


the West End Athletic club can pull off the 

Abe Attell and Harry Forbes and the Hugo 
Kelly and Jack O’Brien contests, so Lani- 
gan will have to Work the powers that be to 
the extreme limit to change the present rule 
regarding pugilistic encounters. He may 
have.the pull to do so,*but it is doubtful. 


For the sake of argument I will say Lanigan 
can float the affair, but how wilithe public at 
large regard the match? It is a well known 
fact Corbett has no more chance to make it 
interesting for the champion than has any 
of the second rate heavyweights. This was 
demonstrated*in their contest at San Fran- 
cisco, besides which he ha8 been beaten twiée 
and furthermore he has time and again stated 
that Jeffries outclasses the world as a fighter. 
Corbett is far from being a spring chicken, 
and another collision with the brawny and 
hard hitting champion may end disastrously 
for him. Of course, fighters, like men in other 
walks of life, are out for the money, but they 
should think twice before going for it when 
they scent serious if not fatal injuries, as 
would be the case in this proposed fight. It 
took Corbett several weeks to recover from 
the effects of the beating Jeff administered to 
him at San Francisco several months ago, 
and it is even betting the older Jim still re- 


} members it. Corbett is not a fool, and if he 


agrees to match with Jeffries again he must 
either be money mad or contemplate suicide. 


r. D. A. Sargent of the Hemenw. 
dietitee of Harvard examined the champion 
last Wednesday and pronounced him the fit- 
test fighting subgect in the country and one 
that should reign supreme for the next ten 
years.

The surprise of the week was the defeat 
of Lightweight Champion Joe Gans at Bos- 
ton by Sam Langford, a comparatively un- 
known colored boxer, with nothing but a 
local reputation to speak of. The new pugil- 
istic star and the conqueror of the supposedly 
invincible Gans has been showing pretty well 
in the far east, and while given an outside 
chance to keep the champion busy trying‘to 
beat him, was pegged several notches below 
the first class fighters. Accounts of the con- 
test, which was limited to fifteen rounds, had 
him wary in the first six rounds, after which, 


| finding that Gans was not as formidable as 


expected, he let out a link or two and by 
clever blocking and accurate left hand jab- 
bing won the decision on points. The ac- 
counts also state that the championship did 
not hinge on the result, as Sam weighed 140 
pounds, or two pounds more than did the 
champion. 


It is now up to Gans and his manager, Al 
Herford to explain what constitutes a light- 
weight. The standing weight for that class 
of fighters has been 133 pounds, but it is 
beyond my memory when Joe could, or did, 
scale in at that weight. The best he offered 
to do for Jimmy Britt, or any one else for 
that matter, was 135 pounds, at least six 
bours before entering the ring, which would 
jand him into the ring pounds above the limit. 
In none of his recent fights, say for over two 
years, has he fought at the required limit, 
still no serious objections were raised. 

Now, however, that he has tasted the bit- 
ter pill of defeat, the legitimate lightweights, 
such as Britt, “ Buddy "’ Ryan, Jack O’Keefe, 
Martin Canole, and a few others, should have 
it out between them for the title, as the 
present holder, Joe Gans, cannot make the 
weight. Britt, by his victory over Canole, 
who won from O'Keefe, appears to have the 
Lost claim to the title and as O’Keefe and 
Ryan are seeking his game, a fight with 
either, or both of the Chicagoans, would de- 
cide the championship. O’Keefe would un- 
doubtedly claim the prior right, because he 
holds a win over the Californian, and also 
neld him to a twenty round draw. The time 
is ripe for a white lightweight champion and 
present indications point to a Californian 
and a Chicagoan battling for the honor. 


Hughey Murphy, the Boston featherweight, 
whose tilts with Champion Corbett made him 
apptar a formidable opponent for any one 
in his division, was easily defeated by Benny 
Yanger at the Watita club’s show last Tues- 
day night. He showed nothing before the 
local boy that would warrant his staying 
eleven rounds with the champion, or with 
any good featherweight for that matter. His 
much vaunted aggressiveness and his knock- 
out waHhops, of which so much had been writ- 
ten, were not in evidence, and he showed a 
sad lack of knowledge of the finer points of 
the fighting game. His left leads were on the 
choppy order, but he appeared to carry quite 
a bit of steam behind his right hand cross 
counters, . 
Murphy’s only chance of winning came to 
him in the first round, in which Benny worked 
woefully slow. Hughey did manage to whip 
over several stiff right handers, one of which 
shook Yanger from head to heels, but he 
was slow to take advantage, and as Benny 
rounded to in a few seconds his opportunity 
of winning was lost. The local lad put on an 
extra head of steam in the second session, 
and although met with several stiff left hand 
counters before the round was wel! under 
way he kept boring in, sending hot shot at 
the body and head and soon had the easterner 
at his mercy... Murphy gamely took the 
fusillade of wallops that struck bis anatomy, 
but was practically all in when corners were 
called.

President Hart ‘Returns from National 


League Mecting with Announce- 


ment That Deal for Local Brakeman |. 


Twirler Is Completed—New Men Are 
Valuable Acquisitions on Last 
‘Year's Performances—Magnate De- 
mies Stories of Consolidation. 


President: James A. Hart of the Chicago 

National league club returned yesterday from 
the National league meeting in New York, 
and brought the welcome news that Jack 
Taylor, the brakeman pitcher, had been 
traded to the St.Louis National leagde club 
for Pitcher Brown, the three fingered star, 
and Catcher O’Neil of the famous O’Neil 
battery. 
* On the basis of last year’s performances 
the trade looks like an excellent one from a 
Chicago standpoint. Taylor won twenty-one 
games for the Colts and lost fourteen, while 
Brown won ten and lost fifteen for St. Louis. 
But when the wide difference in the strength 
of the teams which supported the two is taken 
into consideration the difference is not a great 
one, Taylor desired to get away from Chi- 
cago, where he has played so long that he 
does not feel able to do himself justice in the 
face of some of the inevitable ‘ knocking ”’ 
which comes to a veteran player. He will 
never be any better pitcher than he has been 
in Chicago, while Brown is a comparative 
youngster and is believed to have a future. | 


Catcher in Addition. 

In addition to a promising pitcher Chicago 
secures a good, reliable catcher to help 
Kling out in case of aecident or Injury. 
O'Neill is a steady and heady catcher, al- 
though he was weak with the stick last year. 
In exchange for O’ Neill the St. Louis club gets 
McLean. It is likely Raub will go to To- 
ronto as part of the trade for 'Pitcher 
Briggs. 

Mr. Hart talked of the National league 
meeting, which, he said, was most pleasant 
and successful. He regarded the stories of 
consolidation and of transferring Cincinnat! 
and Pittsburg to the American league jocose- 
ly, denying absolutely any knowledge oe or 

Regarding the decision to lengthen the 
playing season to 154 games, Mr. Hart said 
the action was not taken with a view to 
preventing post-season games with clubs of 
the American league. In fact, if the National 
league’s season is closed on or before Oct. 
10, as is expected, he will not be averse to 
playing a brief series of local games if condi- 
tions are favorable next fall. 

Desire to Maintain Salaries. 

The season was lengthened, Mr. Hart said, 
chiefly for the purpose of avoiding a cut in 
salaries. There was considerable talk of a 
salary limit, but fit was believed _ that by 
lengthening the playing season the receip's 
could be increased to a point which wouid 
justify present salaries. The report tii: 
Hermann of Cincinnati was turned down 
on his proposition to shorten the season Mr. 
Hart disposed of it by saying that Hermann 
heartily seconded the motion to lengthen the 
season when it was made. 

Another thing which ft was designed to pre- 
vent was the holding up of the clubs by the 
players, as was done at the end of the season 
in Boston. Neither Killilea nor Dreyfuss re- 
ceived any financial advantage from the 
world’s championship series, ag the Boston 
players demanded practically all the receipis, 
and Dreyfuss gave them all to his men. 
Consequently, under the new order of things, 
the players will escape a cut In salaries, but 


will not be. sitionto demand more than 


Hart Opposed ta Consolidation. 

Mr. Hart said he had been misrepresented 
as favoring consolidation with’the Ameri- 
can league. He was unalterably opposed 
to it, but he had stated that he was in favor 
of only one club in a city, which had been 
twisted into compliance with the consolida- 
tion scheme. He heard nothing of consoli- 
dation while at the meeting except in the 
way of newspaper rumors, and did not be-° 
lie@e it was a possibility either next year 
or at any time in thenear future. , 

The reports of the meeting regarding the

no attempt by the National league to have 
them go to any club other than the Chicago 
American league team, to which they were 
assigned by the peace commissioners.

MAY NOT PLAY 1N BAS? 


Recognition for a Football Game 
Against Harvard, Yale, or Prince- 
ton Next Year Causes Ann Arbor 
Athletic Management ‘te Give Up 
Plans—New England Teams Want 
Everything Their Own Way. 


Ann Arbor, “Mich., Dec. 12.—[{Special.]— 
Michigan has given up hope of arranging 
a satisfactory eastern football game for next 
year. Prof. A. H. Pattengill, head of the 
board of control, sums up the matter, say- 
ing: “ Our alumni are prone to say: ‘ Wecan 
lick anything, so let’s go and lick the east.’ 
Now I wish to state that it is not Michigan's 
business to lick people; that this is an institu- 
tion of learning."’ 

The real bone of contention is that the east- 
ern colleges will give Michigan no terms 
which the Michigan men can consider with- 
out wounding their dignity. The faculty con- 
sequently openly asserts that no eastern 
game is possible next fall. 

A prominent faculty member, a power itn 
shaping Michigan's athletic policy, gives the 
following account of Michigan's relations 
with the east. 

** There are only three colleges in the east 
which Michigan would care to play. Prince- 
ton, Harvard, and Yale, and with either 
Princeton or Yale it is possible for Michigan 
to get a game next year. But we should 
have to accept their terms, play when a 
where they dictated, and where their own 
advantage would be greatest, without even 
being accorded the recognition cf getting a 
return game.

Chicago May Award Emblems for Brs- 
ketball, Water Polo, and Gym 
nastic Work. | 


The University of Chicago athletic emblem, 
the coveted ‘'C,”’ is to be awarded to mem- 
bers of the basketball; water polo, and gym- 
nastic teams, if ‘plaris now being worked 
out by Dr. Joseph E. Raycroft of the depart- 
ment of physical culture are adopted by the 
board of control. . 

This action, if carried out, will be an inno- 
vation in Chicago's athletic policy, In keep- 


athletics at the Midway school since the 
erection of the new Bartlett gymnasium. 
Basketball, water polo, and gymnastic 
teams are almost entirely new to the uni- 
versity. Last year a gymnastic team was 
formed which made but a poor showing in 
the intercollegiate contest at Minneapolis. 
Several years ago there was a basketball 
jeam, but it played only local games. For 


opportunity at the university. 

With the completion of the new gymna- 
sium, however, which will be ready at the 
opening of the winter quarter, Jan. 1, every 
facility for indoor and aquatic sports will 
be provided. The new swimming tank, said 
to be the finest in any gymnasiuni in the 
country, will be under the direction of Oscar 
Knudson, formerly swimming instructor at 
the Central Y. M. C. A. In the winter quar- 
ter schedule of courses, classes are an- 
nounced in elementary swimming and in 
water polo. Besides these regular classes, 
all the other gymnasium classes will be 
divided into squads and given swimming 
instruction in rotation. It is the intention 
of the university authorities that every 
student shall know how to swim. : 

The basketball and gymnastic féams will 
be under the direction of W. T. Childs, for- 
merly of the Y. M. C. A. training school. 
Dr. Raycroft has had letters from many 
institutions asking for dates on the basket- 
ball schedule, and a trip either east or west 
is assured. 

Dr. Raycroft said yesterday: “If the 
water polo, basketball, and gymnastic teams 
prove to be good I think the board of con- 
trol will probably arrange to award the 
members of these teams an emblem. This 
will doubtless be the ‘C’ modified in some 
way to indicate the sport in which it is won. 
We already give the members of the tennis 
team a cap with a ‘C’ and two crossed 
tennis racquets, and the members of the 
golf team a similar emblem with two golf 
clubs, Just what the form of the ‘C’s’ for 
the basketball, polo, and gymnastic teams 
will be has not been worked out.”’

HERD recently appeared in Tae Cricaco TRIBUNE | 
an article by Mr. T. D. Hurley, president of the 
Visitation and Aid society, entitled, “‘ Make Wife 
Beaters Work Out Fines.” In the same spirit 
should men who abandon their wives and children 
be made to answer for their crimes. 

In May of this year the Forty-third general_ 
assembly of Illinois passed a much needed amend- 
ment to our abandonment law. Under the old law 
a term in the county jail did not benefit the family; 
and, more unsatisfactory still, the lazy, shiftless 
man, who never did make any pretense at work, 
found the idle life, with free food and _ shelter, 
. entirely to his liking. Theré was no correctional 
nile in any sentence that the court might impose. The old difficulties 
hae in & measure been ‘obviated under the new law, the provisions being 
as follows: 

“Every person who shall, without good €ause, abandon his wits: and 
Mettor refuse to maintain or provide for her; or who shall abandon his 
Sie minor child or children under the age of 12 years in destitute or 
Memitous circumstances, and willfully neglect or refuse to maintain and 
me for such child or children, shall be deemed guilty of a misde- 
Mer, and, on conviction thereof, shall be punished by a fine of not less 
then $100 nor more than $500, or by imprisonment in the county jail, 
ca eeerertion, or workhouse not less than one month nor more than

me EARLY all of the best and most useful inventions - 


At the present time much is being dela upon the subject of alumini- 
um This is a metal found in clay, felspar, slate, and in other minerals 
and rocks. Prior to its discovery by a chemist named Wohler (a German) 
it had been known to exist, but the difficulty was to obtain it from its 
natural sources. This difficulty was overcome by Wdéhler more by accident 
than design. He had just been mixing some chloride of aluminium and 


sodium together, and, not requiring the compound at che moment, put it 


aside on a stove. Presently he picked it up, when, to his agreeable sur- 
prise, he found that he had obtained the metal in minute globes or beads 
through the compound having become heated. At the present day it seems 
feasible to suppose that the period is not far distant when aluminium will 
oust iron, lead, and copper fromm their present high position in the world of 
metals. 

Quite a number of famous alloys have been discovered through chance. 


_An‘alloy is a mixture or compound of different metals. Many are simple 


compounds of two or three metals of different denominations; others are 
interchangeable—-that is, a given compound or mixture alloyed with, a 
fourth or fifth metal. ‘Alloys are classed in various groups, 

_ . Now, the metal called platinum had perplexed the chemists because of 
fits obstinacy to dissolve in. nitrie acid, and for a long time it remained a 
simple metal, so to speak, compared with the many uses other simple 
metals had been put to in the making of alloys. An experimental chemist, 


trying to reduce the obstinate platinum to the level of its fellows, placed a=

' The art of collecting stamps not being found difficult enough in its 
original form, the fancy set to work to make it more so. Some ingenious 
person discovered that stamps had different numbers of perforations and 
were characterized by different letters, and finally that even whole blocks 
of them had varying water marks. Conceive the deliglit of the brother- 
hood under this discovery! It was now possible to enlarge the art or 
science (whichever it is termed) practically without limit. Stamp collec- 
tors, chuckling in their joy, could surmount hill after ‘hill in their ascent 
towards the ideal and still find their goal remote and inaccessible. It was 
* stimolating: it acted like a great religion; and it provoked hope, faith, 
courage, and constancy, noble qualities in poor, ignoble man. 

Once developed to this point of importance there was no holding 
philately bacx. Tongues wagged gravely over the various knotty prob- 
lems which the service of this new religion brought to light. Organs were 


formed in which the mysteries of the faith could be reverently discussed 
and through which its devotees might keep in communion with each other. 
Emporiums arose! on all hands and hundreds of thousands of dollars were 
spent annually in the cult. . ee

twelve months, or by both such fine and imprisonment; and should a fine 
be imposed _ it may be directed by the court to be paid in whole or in part 
to the wife or to the guardian or custodian of the minor child or children.” 
Men who abandon their families without good cause may be divided 
into four classes. The first class includes those who come from foreign 
shores. They leave without any premeditated thought of final separation. 
They, go to other countries, preferably to the United States, in order to 
escape persecution or undue hard&hips in their native land. Some; doubtless, 
“have visions of fortunes easily acquired in free and prosperous America. 
The motive of many is merely to find a freer, less restricted, and, naturally, 


a happier place of abode for those dear to them. In trme, however, with 


thousands of miles between, the picture of loved ones grows dim in the 
distance. The men grow to like the ways of our country and of our people 
better than the ways of the country and the people left behind. New ties 
are formed, which, unfortunately, supplant the old. 


Another and second class. are those who lack the mora! courage to - 


face temporary disappointments or troubles, Sickness, misfortune, and 
loss of employment are all contributory causes that lead to wife and 
child abandonment. Men go away under pressure of circumstances, ‘con- 
scious in some instances that their presence is more of a hindrance than 
a help to their families. They are well aware of the fact that relief 
agencies will not help so long as the able bodied r-en are about; and so 
they leave, knowing the ee ‘will assume the duties which they 
cannot carry. 

A ‘third class includes. those who deliberate'y plan to leave their

Coins have in some Way a sort of excuse in themeelves—that is, if the 
collectors really understand anything about them.

But the man who buys his pictures to stack them in his 
cellars has passed from the dignity of the connoisseur to the shamelessness 
of the collector and deserves no ruth. 


It is the same with prints and jewels. These things are valuable, or, at 
any rate, interesting enough in themselves; but they must needs be ren- . 


dered infinitely costly and deadly uninteresting by the collector. 

The cult of first editions is even more ignoble than that of rare 
prints. it is a commercial matter in which the credulity and folly of the 
collector make the market price. It is not sentiment that moves the col- 
lector of these things, tor he will exchange or sell his boasted Dickenses 
or Scotts for other volumes by other euthors which he considers’ more 
precious. He is actuated wholly by this abominable . mania, Dealers 
know it and grin in their sleeves, so to speak, and batten on him until

Some men are cowards. ‘Chey hold over their wives a constant threat 
of abandonment. They assume supreme power in the iis Ser that they 
alone have the wherewithal to keep the homes going. 

Philanthropic organizations, personal service workers among the poor, 
and the lower courts do more to establish peace and inculeate a higher 
regard for duty than is generally known. Police magistrates, disregarding 
the letter of the law; look upon abandonment cases,,where conditions war- 
rant it, from the moral and humane points of view. They take the attitude 
of arbitrators, and send many a couple home to begin al) over again. The 
greatest number of reconciliations are effected either before an abandonment 
case is brought into court, or while pending in the lower courts. When 
necessary to hold a man to the Criminal court drastic measures have become 
imperative, and the chances of a reunion of husband and wife are com- 


paratively slight. 


Whereas our present law is a.great improvement upon the old, there is . 


considerable difficulty encountered in getting the higher courts to enforce 
it. The man who abandons his family seems, for some inexplicable reason, 


Meakness of Circumstantial Evidence. 


IRCUMSTANTIAL evidence,” says Thoreau, “is 
sometimes very strong, as, e. g., when you find a 
stickleback in the milk.” I temember the date 
Lord Morris thus illustrating in his usual homely 
and witty way thé difference between presumptive 
and circumistantial evidence: “If you see a man 
coming out of a public house it is presumptive 
evidence that he was having a drink; it is cir- 
cumstantial evidence that’ he has had a drink if 
yon see him, as he comes out, wiping his mouth 
with the back of his hand.” 
Here, however, is a strange case of circum- 
stantial evidence at once overwhelming and mis- 
leading: In the reign of Elizabeth a man named 
Prideaux was charged with the murder of a neigh- 
MF upon evidence which seemed demonstrative. The first witness against — 
aim testified to finding the corpse of the victim, and beside it the pitchfork 
Mifing the initials of Prideaux with which the crime had certainly been 
Simitted The next witness deposed that on the morning of the murder 


| be. saw Prideaux pass his house dressed in a certain suit of clothes. Four 


tours later, however, he sa7* Prideaux, then under arrest, on the testi- 


E Rony of the first witness, wearing in court a wholly different costume.

the incriminating garments. After a search of two hours the clothes, 
drenched in blood, were found concealed in the straw stuffing of a bed, 
where the prisoner then admitted that he had hidden them because of the 
blood stains. No less damnatory evidence of motivg for the murder was 
adduced by a third witness, who testified to the threats uttered by Pri- 
deaux against the deceased, with whom he had had a deadly quarrel. 

Prideaux in his defense said that as he was passing on the morning 
of the murder through deceased’s grounds—his only way of access to his 
own farm—he saw a man lying, dead drunk as he thought, some distance 
from the path. On lifting him he found that it was his neighbor, who 
was mortally hurt, with blood pouring from the two wounds made by the 
pitchfork. Prideaux expressed to the wounded man his deep concern 
and adjured him to give the name of his assailant, which his neighbor 
tried to do, but the mere effort brought on the death rattle and a dis- 
charge of blood from the mouth which deluged Prideaux’s clothes. When 
he had laid the dead man down and had got over the first horror of the 
thing, his own peril—as that of a man known to be at dagger’s drawn 
with the deceased—occurred to him and hurried him from the spot in 
such haste to change his blood stained clothes that he took by mistake 
the murdered man’s pitchfork, leaving his own to be —o up an hour 
later in evidence against him. 

Sir James Dyer, in his summing up, admitted that the ro Rone was 
circumstantial only, but contended that it was irresistible. As murders 


were committed in secrecy and darkness, no crime of the kind could ever 
be brought home to the criminal if such an unsupported story as that told 
by the accused was accepted as satisfactory by a jury or a judge. He 
called upon the jury, therefore, to return their verdict of “ guilty” at once 
without quitting the box. The foreman, however, demurred, and prayed 
his lordship, as this was a case of life and death, to allow the jury to 
withdraw to consider it at length and leisure. They withdrew early in - 
the forenoon and remained im consultation till 9 at night. At last Sir 
James Dyer, losing all patience, sent for them, when they returned the 
amazing verdict “not guilty.” His lordship, when he had recovered his 


first shock of astonishment, rated them soundly. and sent them back to 


reconsider their outrageous verdict all night in a room without food or 
drink or light or fire. The truth was the eleven who were for an imme- 
diate verdict of “ guilty.” were starved into surrender by the twelfth, the 
foreman, who doggedly declared he would die himself rather than hang 
the prisoner on such evidence. The long night of cold, darkness, hunger, 
and thirst did not in the least shake his determination, while it subdued 
his fellow-jurors to his will. When they came into court next morning 
at the summons of the exasperated judge they again delivered a verdict 
of “not guilty,” which so infuriated his lordship that he declared that 
“the blood of the murdered man lay at their doors!’ The prisoner, on 
the other hand, fell on his knees, and having first thanked God for his 
deliverance, he turned and thus addressed the judge: “ You see, my lord, 
that God and a good conscience are the best of witnesses.”

Ab- 
stPacts are made for property owners, and 
the Torrens system abstracts are prepared 
from the books. in the Torrens office the 
work is several months behind time on ac- 
count of the bad shape of the books, and the 
recording is proceeding slowly. 


‘Many Use the Records. 

Beside the reguiar work of these two 
offices it is estimated that from 400 to 1,000 
persons use the same books every day in 
séeking@ito learn the validity of titles.

She has no need to ask for 
a wider sphere than that her children offer 
her. The highest stimulus to mental, moral, 
and physical growth is hers.

mother, too, may’ stand there, and she con- ,

‘be organizations capable of doing as excel- 
lent work as does this splendid male chorus 
which we call our own, but the number of 
‘such is not many in the world, and that there 
is included in this small number any body 
of men capable of doing better work than is 
done by the Mendelssohns is doubted. And 
this statement is not’ made in any spirit of 
local pride or boasting. Jt is a conviction 
based on the hearing of m of the promi- 
nent minnerchor organizations of this coun- 
try and of Europe, and on appreciation of 
the technical perfection found in the»Men- 
delssohn club’s performance. 

There is point in the excellence of choral 


’ ginging beyond which It is virtually impossi- 


ble for an organization to go—the point 
which marks as near approximation to what 
._ is perfection in the standard of artistic 
achievement as it seems possible for the 
finite to reach. And to this point it would 
geem the Mendelssohns are attaining. Their 
work is satisfying, no matter in what way 
its technica] quantities be measured. The 
four parts are in the first place ideally bal- 
anced, there .is no predaminance in any one 
part, no weakness; the four parts blend ex- 
cellently, each forming a full quarter of the 
tone unit, and the tone quality is excep- 
tional in the purity, smoothness, and round- 
ness that characterize’ it, the tenors never 
suggesting anything of a strained or forced 
quality, the middle voices being sweet, true, 
and full, and the second bass being free from 
all growliness and coarseness. It is vir- 
tually a club of picked voices, and the result 
is ideal tone quality and quantity. . ae 

As for the training, that, too, is remarkable. 
Absolute unanimity in attack, finest ad- 
herence to the verities of pitch, uniformity 
in shading, clearest of enunciation, and an 
interpretative spirit which is an admirable 
combination of the temperamental and the 
inteliectual...As an artistic .working force 
only the warmest encomiums are the portion 
of the Mendelssohns—fiaw picking if indulged 
must turn its attention to the programs and 
to the numbers thereon.

‘Count Savin had gone to Constantinople to secure the 
sultan’s assent to his attempt on the Bulgarian throne. 
While in Constantinople he was recognized by a member of 
the Russiah secret service, that marvelous, all powerful or- 
ganization, as a man with whom the Russian governthent 
had just discovered it had many accounts to settle.

Kidnaped at Rossia’s Orders. 

The Russian detective reported his discovery to the Rus-

proceeding, and a grave violation of international rights, but, 
after ali, Constantinople hardly belongs to the civilized 
world, and Rissian influence is predémfmant there.

Sut in streams and his back had become a mass of festering 
sores. The count was unconscious when it was over, ahd he 
had to be carried back to his miserable quarters, where he 
was left to recover from his injuries as best he could. 

Somehow he got well again and recommenced planning tc 
escape. In the end, after hardships, dangers, and adventures 
the recital of which would fill several volumes, Count Savin 
succeeded in getting out of Siberia into China, where he made 
his way to Shanghai, and thence to Japan and San Francisco. 
He arrived in the United States shortly before the war with 
Spain, and, ever in search of new and thrilling experiences, he 
shipped to China and fought as a volunteer on the American 
side under an assumed name. 

Throughout the war Count Savin fought with distinction. 
but he fought for the pleasure of fighting and not from any 
sympathy for the American cause, for as a matter of fact, his 


aristocratic tastes led him to be a partisan of decadent Spain. 


Works for Pittance in Chicago. 


The period that followed was one of the most trying in ; 


Count Savin’s life... He was utterly destitute, and he followed 
all sorts of occupations to keep his mouth above water. He 
drifted to Chicago, and worked in turn as a waiter, billiard 
marker, cabman, and street car conductor. In these capacities 
be earned wages varying from $4 to $8 a week; but soon he 
worked his way up into the office of am export house in New 
York, where his knowledge of languages made him a usefu! 
member of the staff..In.due course he was dispatched to 
Europe to act as agent to the firm, a post which he filled with 
astonishing success, corisidering his lack of commerctal train- 
ing and instincts. 

From the moment of his escape from Siberia a cruel, re- 
lentiess, irresistible enemy was tracking his footsteps. He 
was ap éscaped convici of political importance, and the Rus- 
sian secret service received orders to trace him and recapture 
him at any price. Year after year, step by step. the human 
bloodhounds of the Russian political police traced his course 
across China to Shanghai, from Shanghai to Japan, from Yo- 
kohama to San Francisco; from theré to Cwba, from Cuba 
back to the States to Onicago and other cities, winding up with 
New York. From New York the scent led his pursuers to 
Europe, and they at last came up with the object of their 
chase as he was boarding a steamship at Lisbon to proceed 
to Hamburg. 


Seven Years’ Pursuit Closes Career. 

Count Savin's second escape from the Siberian penal set- 
tlement occurred in 1896, and the agents of the Russian secrei 
service obtained their first sight of him this autumn, so that 
the pursuit oad lasted seven years. 

On arrival at Hamburg the Russian detectives persuaded 
the German police to effect Count Savin’s arrest on several 
charges, and extraditign proceedings were immediately begun 
by Russia. Count Savin protested, but In vain. He claimed 
to be an. American subject, and when he found that this 
avalled nothing he wrote an eppeal to the kaiser for release, 
but this, too, remained unheeded: When the neceesary for- 
mf&lities were completed he Was shipped to Kronstadt, and 
by this time he is on his way back to the penal settlement in 
Siberia, from which he succeeded in escaping twice, but where 
he will now be so closely watched that another opportunity 
of freedom .will scarcely be offered him till death comes to

More Men Shaving Themselves. 

Inquiry makes it apparent that while more 
men in America are shaving themeelver to- 
day than ever before, fewer women than 
for years -are regarding themeeives a8 au-~- 
thorities in either judgment of the steel or 
in the manipulation of the blade in its rela 
tion to a beard. 

‘* Five or six years ago there were at leart 
twenty-five rber shops In Chicago that 
were operat by women.” said Manager 
Wentlandt of one of the big downtown f#ur- 
ply houses. .“ They were faliures for the 
most part. however. There are’ perhaps 
eight of there shops left. five of them down 
town, one in-Forty-third street. one in Sixty- 
third street. and one in West Lake street. 
The reason for the failures. so far as I Fnow, 
is that not 6ne woman Barber in ten krew 
how to use a razor or shears, and even fewer 
of them really cared to learn. Of the eight 
shops left I presume that most of them ate 
doing a paying business.” 

It ts significant, however, that the barbers’ 
colleges of the country are not turning ovt 
women graduates, and in a géneral.way Jt 
is coming about that woman ts accepting 
the truth that a man with a beard knows 
oo ae she how to cater to a man with 
a 


Tipping Habit Partly Responsible. 

Not that the man barber is all -that- be 
should be. The fact that he is not al! of this 
is accounting for the Increasing number of 
men who own their own ragors and whoper- 
sist in shaving themeelves in their own 
homes. According to the point of view of the 
customer, he has been crowded out of the 
barber shop of the present. Once when he 
had gone in, sat in a chair, and subjected 
himself to the removal of his beard in an easy 
way, he had only to produce the 15 cents 
charge, get brushing from. the bootblack, 
and walk out of the shop. : 

Now, however, the young man “of small 
means is considered to be. a better mark for 
the barber’s tip than is the millionaire; “A 
millionaire, confident of bis. invylnerabie 
front on the score of wealth, may sit down in 
a chair. grumble at the tather, kick at the 
edge of the razor, and finally get out of the 
chair and snort away without 1 cent fer 
tribute. The young clerk; on the other bard, 
sitting down. to be shaved. is. held. up fara 
shine that he doesn’t need. submits to mag- 
sages, and dopes, and creams, and perfumes 
until at the end of the 15 cent shave he con- 
siders that less than 10 or 15 cents ag e tie 
will. make him a mark for scorn-of the shop 
as he passes out. With a shave costing hi 
35 to & cents before it is done, there are s¢ 
eral reasons why his thoughts should 
to a home lather and scrape, even nf the 
combination does.pull.a ttle. ... 


Customers Make Heavier | 

The barber in self-justificatian says that 
the custemer of today is making more and 
more demagds upon his time until he cannot 
afford to do the work asked of him for the 
mre commiasion on hia 15 cents. He says 
that the ordinary man, regardiesa of his poek- 
etbook, fs expecting of the barber at Jeast 
five to seven minutes’ more time than he 
once dreamed of getting. He ie more par- 


ticular as to the waehing and crying of his 


face and expects his neck shaved twice 
as often as he once did. Therefore the dr- 
mands of the shop. 

The ordinary customer of the shop. how- 
ever, feels that the barber hasbeen bidding 
for. this time. Inthe -hope.of bringing the 
customer to a, consideration of a face. mas- 
sage or a haircut that he doesn. need, the 
barber stands charged with making.unnecee- 


*| sary and soothing passes over the face of 


his victim, venturing as much extra time 
as the customer will stand for, thus laying 
him open fo feeling at least the neceseity of

Somewhere between barber and the man 
who Goes not shave himself these differences 
have arisen. Hundreds and thoustads 47 
young men who epend 35 to 65 cents in a bar- 
ber ghop are on salaries such as leave the 
barber to earn the amount in far less time 
than they earm the bill. Thousands'of men 
to whom ‘the ttem of expense would be noth- 


ing, make it a practice to shave themselvés,

Points on Easy Shaving.” 


There are men who do not know enough 
about edged tools to keep a4 razor in proper 
shape, and there are others who understand 
strapping a razor who do nog Wnow few te 
prepare the face for the shaving -process. 
Many & man swears at a dull razor when as 
a matter of fact he hag not softened his 
beard sufficiently for the keenest :edge, 
wash the face thoroughly before shaving is 
an essential, using soap and a face cloth 
for rubbing it in. With the face clean, lat 
it well with a creamy coating and rub the 


lather well into thé beard. Wash the 


remaining lather and then:put on the thick 
coating of seap through which the beard is 
to be cut. After this lather has been spread 
is time enough to strap the razor that ig in 
condition’ at al. 

Under such circumstances a man whe hes 
unwittingly grumbied at his own razor may 
have an aWakening as to the part played br 
soap in the process of shaving. He will find 
that he has shaved himself easier than he 
ever had hoped to do. He may find tirat. 
whereas a barber's shaving has made his 
face too tender for shaving every day. his 
own attempt will make it easy for him te

Mystery of His Knee. 


Reference to this knee has always been of interest to 


Springfield for the reason that so many references of different 
kinds have been made to it. Onestory has been for years that 


. when Norris was a boy on his father’s farm near Tiffin he 


disliked all work, and, most of all, he disliked corn-cutting. 
So that one day when the frost was on the pumpkin and the 
fodder was just going into the shock John took a swipe at his 
knee, cut deeper than he thought to cut, and so in his after 


life in a pony cart he has arrived at a given place with his . 


right hoof first by a yard. 

Norris, to clear this story up, stripped the knee for Tue 
TRIBUNE. He showed first a. scar diagonally across the knee 
cap for an inch and a half, “done accidentally with a carpen- 
ter’s drawing knife. Then on the dutside of the leg, below 
the knee, he showed a ragged scar, evidently a bullet mark, 
and on the inside of the leg, just aBove the knee, a deep in- 
dentation, as evidently the spot through which the same 
bullet had paseed out. With it he gave a vivid account of 
how, working within the lines of confederate pickets before 
Fredericksburg, he had started on a horse with a message 
to Burnside, when he had to engage in a running fight with 
the outposts. Sheltered by his horse, with the left foot behind 
the horn of the saddle, and firing under the horse’s| belly, he 
had received the shot which, to reach him, also passed under 

“I wasn't enlisted at the time, and of course I couldn't 
enlist afterward,”’ he said. “If I'd been enlisted instead of 
being a hired telegraph operator for the government, I’d have 
been a member of the Grand Afmy long ago. I saved the 
union forces right there at Fredericksburg, but as I was only 
hired by the government, nothing'I did was ever recognized

. There is another story in Springfield that John once ac- 


counted for the wound by telling how, while collecting evi-. 


dence against a gambling house, !t was raided and in the 
fight that followed he got the bullet in.the knee. Even John 
tells how he once used the knee against an accident company 
which was insuring his welfare. ; 

“The knee was stiff,” he said, “and I had stretched the 
leg out over the seat in front in a railway train when the 
brakeman came in-and turned the back of the seat over, let- 
ting it fall across my knee and nearly killing me. I had it 
photographed as evidence of its swollen condition,” he ex- 
plained, and his visitor ned from explaining that he 
knew it—that he had through nearly 500. negatives in 
the photograph gallery Where the picture was taken in order 
to fail in the search for this one professional photograph of 


the man. 


First Appearance in Springfield. 

Springfield first knew John T. Norris in the spring of 
1868. At the time Springfield was an attractive place for 
union soldiers on furlough, and occasionally it appealed to 
deserters from the ranks. To stay over the term of a fur- 
leugh was a serious matter.and jor the man returning such 
men to their regiments there: was a fixed standing reward. 
This, in those.days, was the business of Norris. As indicating 
how Norris stood at that time a story is told. 

On one occasion a soldier who had been honorably dis- 
charged from the service came to Springfield and entered 
into a conspiracy against Norris. He had been “ shadowed” 
by Norris to his annoyance and readily agreed to go into a 
great basement storehouse in which were about 300 empty 

Still in his uniform, 


and deepest down in a barrel, and there he waited until, act- 
ing upon the ready tip, Norris had moved nearly every barrel 
in the basement to reach him, Taking his prisoner to the 
sidewalk, Norris searched him, and the fret thing he found 
was the solfier’s discharge papers. 

The first. venture of the man in the line of business is 
recalled by one of the middle aged men of Springfield, who 
first saw Norris at the state.fair when the citizen still was 
a boy. Norris at the time was exhibiting a patent churn 
operated by dog power, and in explaining awaythe criticism 
that the power was suspiciously near’ the cream, Norris im-

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“The Mohawk Small Fruit Farm” soon afterward be- 
came the venture of ventures of Norris, outside of his later 
detective second thought. For this farm Norris had showy 
letter heads issued, upon which he printed, as a reference, 
the wide flung “ Every bank and banker in Springfield.” He 
had a telegraph wire run out to his place, two miles east or 
the city, and there became his own operator in more senses 
than one. Everything from a carload of California winé and 
two carloads of honey, up or down to carloads of barbed wire, 
are said te have come to him on commission without a ques- 
tion asked of “any bank or banker in Springfield.” 

_ The results were amazing. By wire much of the stuff con- 
signed to Norris was stopped in transit in adjoining counties 
and there disposed of to his advantage under a technicality of 
law. In general, however, it was brought out that there 
was no law fn Ohio to reach the man. His offense under the 
statutes simply had been a mere breach of trust, for which 
there was no penalty. 

4 
| Law Made to Cover His Case. 
| With no penalty for such operations, it devolved upon the 
legislature to make one, which it did. This law was effective 
when in January, 1874, Norris was brought to trial and sen- 
tenced to the penitentiary for purchasing, wnder his letter 
head, a lot of sewer pipe, which he caused to be laid *and 
become fixtures of his present house in Gallagher street, a 
property in the name of hig wife. Norris had served one 
year of the term fn the penitentiary at Columbus when the 
Supreme court of the state Nberated him on a technical point 
of law. 

‘There are many stories abroad ,in Springfield as to the 
building of the gloomy, old fashioned brick residence at 100 
Gallagher street. The brick»that entered into it, valued at 
$700, are said to have been bought through a consignment 
of ‘goods shipped to him on commission. In it is a square 
plano, bought years ago, and which, through being spiked 
fast to the floor, became a fixture past all the arts and wiles 


of the collector for the firm contributing it; to have screwed | 


it to the floor would have disfigured it less than the spikes, 
but technically it would not have been a fixture beyond at- 
tachment or replevin. In the same way a@ great safe, bur- 
glarproof, is built into the walls of the house. When the col- 


_lectors came for the money or the safe, Norris’ plea was: 


“Take it—but don’t disturb my wife's realty.” And the safe

Handling a Collector.

The stranger; disconcerted, thought it wasn’t worth 
while to go any further and made a deal with Norris to bring 
him back into town for 50 cents,

| Fearless as a Detective. 


| Norris. himself does not know just what it was that 
prompted him to take up the work of a private detective 
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Some of his best acquaintances say that it came of his natural 
taste for meddling with other people’s affairs., But he hecame 
a detective on his own account and most of his acquaintances 
say for him that he was both competent and fearless in going 
after his man. His most ncted feat, perhaps, was his trail- 
ing down the murderer Lew Houck, perhaps twenty-five 
years ago. Norris at the time was In the employ of the Hock- 
ing Valley railroad company and Lew Houck, after beating a 
‘man at the old shell game on one of the trains of the com- 
pany, killed his victim at the first move of the man too 
recover his money. Houck escaped into Canada and Norris 
took up his trail, lasting for months, until finally the mur- 
derer was rounded up in Los Angeles, Cal. 

Norris has been criticised because there he made ar- 
rangements to have the chief of police arrest this man in- 
stead of going after the murderer himself. Norris’ explana- 
tion, however, is that Houck would have recognized him in 
any disguise, making it impossible for him to have effected 
the capture. Even now there is no one in Springfield who 
would charge Norris’ action there to cowardice. 

Houck was brought home to a twenty year sentence In the 
famous ‘Oregon boot,”’ one of the several inventions accred- 
ited to Norris. Literally the boot is a piece of steel weighing 
ten to twenty pounds, which locks around the ankle and at 
the bottom is screwed to tha heel of the wearer. When the 
prisoner’s foot is on the floor he does not feel the weight In the 
least; if he should try to escape, however, his handicap would 
make recapture certain for the reason that the hardened 


. - steel could not be cut away in a week. 


Invented Knuckle Revolver, 

In the inventive line, too; Norris is responsible for a 
knuckle revolver,. designed to be used as knuckles in a fist 
fight, but which, with a suggestion of a barrel protruding be- 
tween the fingers of the hand, will discharge seven shots at 
the pressure of the little finger on a trigger. As a watch 
ch , too, he wears a miniature revolver of standard pat- 
tern and which, smal! as it is, may be loaded and fired. 

With. this man having so much of the boy In his makeup 
and wearing at all times an expression of airy, garrulous 
boastfulness of everything that ever concerned him fn life, 
one might wonder at the reputation which he has in Spring- 

‘field. But fn all of this airiness of speech and demeanor the 
keynote of the man’s conversation is as to how he intends 
‘“‘to break even” with some one whom he suspects, or who 
has antagonized him. An example will show his wide range 
of possiblities. 

Years ago the editor of a Springfield paper attacked Nor- 
ris and his methods, spelling the name John Thief Norris. 
In a general way Norris always has maintained that he 
doesn’t care if ue is called a scoundrel—that he objects to be- 
ing called “ a -—— fool.” But on this occasion Norris did object 
to the paper’s comment and to play even he purchased an 
immense Poland China hog at one of the state fairs and im- 
mediately rechristened the animal fn honor of his editorial 
opponent. Advertising this hog in the state papers, he at the 
same time had immense posters printed, with which he deco- 
rated nearly every dead wall in Springfield and surrounaing 
cities. The result of the affair was a distinct compromise. 


After the Gold Brick Men. 


As to his spirit of getting “even”’ it has been suggested 
that Norris as a young man came into possession of nearly 
$40,000 as his share of the estate of his father. He has told 
how he was swindled out of most of his money and on several 
occasions has declared in consequence that the world owes 
him a living. As to this living, it is conceded that the victim 
of the gold brick men of a dozen years ago did most of the 
contributing. Today Norris has in his house one of the 
greatest collections of photographs and souvenirs of these ex- 
pert swindlers that are in existence. 

In a way Norris worked with the confidence men. He 
watched the papers and fourid where some one had been 
swindled at the game. From the reports of the “job” he 
could make a fair guess as to the men who did it, and, taking 
his portfolio he would start for his victim's town. Onee there 
he would find the victim out the regulation $5,000 of the game 
and anxious to jump at anything promising the return of even 
half the money. Norris thereupon would ask the advance 
of $100 perhaps, as expenses, the victim would “ spot’’ the 
man’s picture, and Norris would go from the victim to the 
operator of the game, getting the $2,500 for his client and 


splitting the other $2,500 in half with the gold brick man” 


himself. 
For years the residents of Springfield Ht familiar with 


the figure of Norris stumping along the street and into the 
places where he was received with some tolerance; carrying 
with him an express envelope, covered all over with sealing 
wax and newly opened, perhaps with a $1,000 bill in it—per- 
haps with another bill for $500 along with it~and Norris show- 
ing the money to any one who would look and listen. As ac- 
counting for its receipt he would wave his hand airily and 
say, “O, it’s all in the business.” 

On one occasion Norris had to arrest Frank Dagget, the 
gold brick specialist, who once operated with such skill all 
over the country. Dagget would not meet the Norris proposal 
and Norris was determined to make an example of him. Dag- 
get was taken in Canada and with extradition papers for 
the man, Norris left with him from Buffalo by boat to Detroit. 
But somewhere between the sailing from Buffalo and the 
docking at Detroit the pr.soner escaped. — a 

“How do I knew’ Norrh u. «i to answer his questioners 
as to the escape. ‘I don’t kncw whether ‘\e waded ashore 


could have recaptured him. He simply escaped 
and that’s ali there is to it."’ 


“‘ Making a Case.” 

** Making a case” was one of Norris’ methods most feared 
in Springfield. A photographer tells a story of how one of 
these schemes fell through after costing John just $10, Norris 
had the photograph of a horse which he affected to be much 
pleased with and he went to the photographer asking that the 
print be enlarged and retouched for hanging on a wall. The 
photographer noticed a copyright line in one corner of the 
print shown him and asked for time to decide if he could do 
the work. In the meantime he got tn touch with the owner 
of the copyright and learned that the right had expired. 
When Norris came back for the picture it was turned over to 
him for cash in hand, after which he probably learned for 


himself that the proprietgry rights in the original had expired. 


Norris has an eye for a good horse and the mount shown 
in the photograph is Clinker, a thoroughbred, which came to 
him in the horse’s later years through a robbery in Cleve- 
land. At that time a souvenir watch of great intrinsic value 
was discovered and recovered by Norris tn Cincinnati, and 
the horse was presented to the detective in appreciation of 
his work. 

It has been Norris’ knowledge of criminal law that for 
s0 many years has kept him free of statutory entanglements. 
His knowledge of the law is said to be greater than that of 
nine-tenths of the regular practitioners in the state. His 


tricks within his trade have been limitless. : 
* 


Got Back the Bail. 


On one occasion he was trailing a goid brick man in Vir- - 


ginia and the officers there insisted upon making the arrest, 
taking the man out of Norris’ clutches. Norris at once made 
arrangements to get the offender out on bail. He got a 
criminal lawyer to act with him and the $5,000 bail that was 
fixed was presented in cash represented by five $1,000 bilis. 
Before the bills were passed over they were marked and their. 
series and numbers were taken by Norris. It was not till the 
banks had closed that the bal! was provided for the men, and 
when the crisp bills were paid over the only: place for them 
was the police magistrate’s safe. Hardly was the prisoner 
gone before Norris instituted proceeding to attach the money, 


which, with the description furnished, was made easy. 


The latest of Norris’ stories of shrewdness and knowledge 
of the law grew out of the work of last winter In be- 
half of the Law and Order league. In getting his evidence 
against the saloon men Norris was forced to advertise for 
allies through whom the liquor could be purchased. Two of 
these fellows were under age, serving the better purpose be- 
cause in selling liquor to these boys on Sunday\the law 
against selling to minors also was broken. It was a cold day 
and after two bottles of whisky had beeen purchased in two 
saloons and Jabeled with the names and dates and quantity 
and all the routine necessary to a proper showing for the 
prosecution in court, one of the young fellows suggested tnat 
as it was an especially cold day a little nip out of one of the 
bottles would be nice and warming. To this the other young 
fellow agreed. 

* Well, but this is our evidence,”’ insisted Norris; “if you 
should drink out of one of these bottles it wouldn’t be half 
a pint any more.” | 

“We'll pay for it all right enough,” persisted the other 
fellow, taking money out of his pocket. 

For answer to this specific argument Norris led the twe 
boys into a drug store and in the fullest manner explained 
that if he should either give to them or sell to them this liquor 
or any part of it, he would be as guilty under the law as were 
the \saloonkeepers in the first instance. 

A few days later, Mm a burst of confidence, the two young 
fellows confessed to Norris that one of the leading criminal 
lawyers of Springfield had offered them $10 apiece if they 
would get a drink apiece out of one of Norris’ bottles. 


Proyes Himself Full of Grit. . 
_ Looking for the evidences of Norris’ grit the dent ot 
Springfield has not to go further back than the middle of last 
August. One night a countryman named Hays was driving 
homeward after dark when at a point on the Charleston pike 
he was struck over the head from behind, knocked out of his 
buggy, and his pockets picked of a gold watch and a few 
dollars in money. ; 

While independent of any official authority in the case, 
Norris swore out a warrant for the arrest of a negro named 
Andrew Myers, driving out to Myers’ house to serve the war- 
rant. Norris was unarmed and as he was reading the war- 
rant for Myers’arrest,Myers drew a revolver and struck Nor- 
ris over the head with it, breaking Norris’ glasses and cutting | 
his head open fm several places. Norris telepnoned that the 
negro was at home and he kept watch on the house wntil 
Sheriff Routzahnh and Deputies Lawrence and Rupert could 
arrive. When the negro came out at the sheriff's summons 
and saw the officers, he started to draw his revolver, but be- 
fore he could use it Rupert shot him dead. 

This is the man Norris. He is cheerful, out of all keeping 
with the gloomy house on the hill, where he has a wife and 
daughter. The daughter is married well and she and the 
mother are of unquestioned standing in the town. Neither of 
them has spoken a word with reference to the position of the 
head of the house. The great house suggests mysteries. The 
stone wall, surmounted with an Iron railing, is not so sugges- 
tive of a bar to intrusions as is the gate at the foot of the 
flight of stone steps. This gate at the best has a latch meant 
to open only to the fnitiated and at the present time a spike 
driven securely into its mechanism turns intruders away. 

“You better keep away from there, or old Norris ‘Il: git 
you,” is the advice of the small boy, coasting In the snow 
down the steep street. 

But behind the bars in the Clark county jail Norris ex- 
pressed the hope that the photograph for Tue TRiIstnz 
would be a good one and that he might get a copy of it. He 
smokes an occasional cigar brought In or sent In by some one 
who wishes to show that there are no hard feelings between 
them, and as a diversion he may seat himself on his prison 
bench, with his back close up against the wall and with 
his stiff leg kick upward, striking the wail with his heavy shoe 
four Inches above his head. He is proud of the accomplish- 
ment, as he is of a secret alphabet used frequently in his 


letters. 


Things Only Norris Can Tell Of, 

One of the souvenirs of the man's collection hangs in the 
Arcade hotel in Springfield. It is a seemingly real coin cer- 
tificate of $1 denomination, numbered B55065600, signed by 
J. Fownt Tillman as register of the treasury and carrytne 
the likeness of Edwin M. Stanton. It is in a heavy gilt 
frame behind glass and presents the appearance of a genuine 
bill Iving just behind some inner broken glass. Around the 
counterfeit is written the history of it in brief: 

“ Value $300. Not for sale. 

“No Broken glass. Drawn on white paint with brush 

and pencil! by an unknown artist. ~ 
“Owned by John T. Norris.” 


This was the souvenir brought back by Norris from a trip 
into New York after a man charged with a crime in Cham- 
paign county, Ohio. The man, knowifg that Norris was on his 
track, went into a bathroom in Hariem and blew his brains 
out. It was supposed to have been the son-in-law of this man

GETS HIS REWARD. 


Barefoot Messenger of 1869 Not 
Forgotten by Late Presi- 
dent’s Widow. 


BECAUSE he happened to be @ barefoot 


boy in 1869, and to be handy, there- 
fore, as a Messenger between a young 
man and his sweetheart, Capt. A. H, 
| Kubns has received a good, fat polit- 
ical position, being sent to Porto Rico to in- 
spect the books of the insular government. 
- {Phis also caused him now to be in possession 
of some of the most interesting relics of the 
United States. 

_ It happened im this wise. During the year 
mentioned William McKinley, then a etrug- 
giing young attorney at Canton, O.,-was pay- 
ing court to Ida Saxton, whom he afterwards 
married, and who became the first lady of the 
land apd the widow of the third martyred 
president of the nation. 

James Asbury Saxton then was a banker 
in Canton, O., doing a prosperous but not a 
large business, because Canton was & small 
piace. His daughter Ida had returned from 
her schooling in the east, which she had 
supplemented by a trip abroad. Her educa- 
tion, ber travel, her natural charm of man- 

* ner, and the goodness of her heart had made 
her a leader in their little social set in the 
small iniand Ohio town. Although but a 
girl, she had a keen sense of her obligations. 
Rather than spend her time in ease she ac- 
cepted ‘a position in the bank of her father, 
which was located on what was then the 
principal street of that little city. 


Suitor Just a Plain Lewyer. 
A short distance up the same thorough- 
fare was a small, homely looking building 
with nothing prepossessing about it. On the 
second floor in a smal! office without any 
fine furniture and with no display of luxury 
was the law office of William McKinley, who 
kidd “ hung out his shingle '’ there when the 
war Was over. He hed a good library for the 
lawyers of those days, but it was not ex- 
 traerdinary in any way, nor was he. He was 
about medium beight or a little above it, 
#pare in the shoulders, smooth faced, and 
not overly good looking. His nosé was a 
little too pronounced and the look of his : 
face. Was a little too boyish. No one ever 
pointed to him on the etreet as a man of 
destiny. He was just a plain lawyer ina 
email way in a litth town where fees were 
not large and where cases of vast importance 
seldom arose. 
He came to love Ida Sexton, and his heart 
was true in it. He had been to the war and 
had been brevetted major for his Wwavery. 
Jt is told of him that one time he charged 
across a valley driving a mule team.at full 
gallop toa wagon carrying ammunition, be- 
ing under the enemy's fire all the way. Aft- 
erwards he probably learned to call that a 
tash act, for there was nothing of that im- 
petuosity in his disposition. McKinley was 
one of the most cautious presidents that the 
country ever knew. He was careful in his 
speech and he was more than careful in his 
actions. He felt his way. Some of his ene- 
inies say that he groped. That daring career 
did not belong to him by nature, because he- 
Was retiring. His temperament was poetic 
in a large sense, which demonstrated itseif 
- afterwards in the modesty of his manner of 
living, -his devotion to his wife, his love of his 
quiet home and his home surroundings. 
Bashful in His Courtship. 
As a young man he was bashful. It is the 
oid story of modest youth, this little love 
idyl between him and Ida Saxon. This young 
couple was fond of each other's society; 
“They had not yet reached the stage where 
a declaration of affection had been made 
and an understanding reached. They were 
in the state where young love with the man 
turns his attention to business and financial | 
conquests for his beloved. 
Meanwhile they must talk, they must ex- 
change ideas. McKinley, the diffident, could 
not. go to the bank to see his sweetheart, be- 
Cause that would have made the vulgar talk. 
Hie was a callow youth, clumsy and much 
afraid of himself. Running up and down 
the street, as boys will in a smail town, was 
a little bagefoot iad of about 8 or 10 years. 
He did not sell newspapers, because the small 
papers of that city did not indulge in such 
an extravagance as street salesmen. But he 
came under the eye of the young attorney 
and was used as a messenger. No one 
knows what those notes contained, prob- 
ably lHttle nothings, which any young man 
would write. But the man who afterwards 
became president of the United States sent 
frequent notes from his office to the bank 
by a little barefoot boy, who afterwards be- 
came Capt. A. H. Kuhns of the Eighth Ohio 
militia, Company D. 
Kuhns says now that he does not remem- 
ber how many notes he carried. He only 
has a vague recollection that he spent his 
idie time that way for the better part of one, 
summer and that there were many notes to 
carry. Sometimes several a day were sent 
and the answers feturned. Neither does he 
ever remember of having been largely com- 
neated then for his efforts, for the young 
lawyer did. not have much money to spare. 
He merely remembers that now and then he 
got a little something for his errands. Now 
he eays that the association with that little 
love affair wo have amply compensated 
him, had he re ived nothing for hts services 
and. later events prove his statement to have 
been correct. If McKinley did anything he 
rewarded those who were true to him, seem- 
ing never to have forgotten favors, pawavet 
trivial. 
Never Forgot His Friends. 
Col. Myron T. Herrick, now governor of 
Ohio, came to that high honor because ho 
befriended McKialey when in need. M. A. 
Hanna came to be the junior senator from 
Ohio and the leading figure in the republican 
party in the United States because he was a 
friend of McKinley. The list is a long one. 
too long for repetition here, but the ardent 
adherents of McKinley have been cared for 
and their welfare guarded. A. H. Kuhns 
went into. the hotel] business in Canton, and 
efter the: marriage of William McKinley and 
Ida Saxtan carme to the welcome at their 
home. He had a leaning toward the militia, 
and when he grew to be a man came to be |. 
thecaptain of Company D, Eighth Ohio Volun- 
‘teer infantry: When the war with Spain 
broke out and the civilians with a political 
tollowing were besieging Washington for ap- 
pointments at the head of volunteer organi- 
zations, McKinley remembered his little 
messenger boy and appointed him quarter- 
master and commissary of the Eighth Ohio, 
which went as.far to the front as any troops 
from this state. 
When the war was over he came to Ohio 
again. and became an expert accountant. 
He did some work for the government which 
= esate sc gave him to do. Meanwhile he 
had an ardent partisan of McKinley 
and: -him through many of his cam- 
Siete: When the delegations from all

Also, if she has kept a clock somewhere in 
the house running to central standard time, 
she has set the table by both the sun and the 
ciock on Jan. 15 and on March 15. For all 
ether days in the year, however, the noon 
mark on the floor has been wrong, both as

In cutting out this sun dial for Chicago 
it should be pasted upon a piece of smooth, 
level cardboard, after which the meridian 
line should be slit through from the point 
“A” to the point “ B.”’ This leaves the dial 
face ready for completion. Next cut out the 
triangular section as a pattern piece for the 
stile. Double a sheet of stiff paper—writ- 
ing paper is good—and preparatory to cut- 


ting out the stHe lay the oblique line of the, 


pattern along the folded edge of the sheet. 
Cut the doubled sheet at the base and per- 
pendicular of the triangular pattern, but pre- 
serve the fold of the oblique line. Slit this 
fold for the half inch designated and then 
foiu the base upward as indicated an the 
dotted lines.

With this completed sun dial, used any- 
where in latitude 41°, 52’, 53”, the sun time 
will be right on the four days of the year 
that have been named, and the corrections 
for sun time may be made on the other days 
just as they are made in Chicago; to find the 
standard time at other longitudes, however, 
the difference between the sun time and the 
standard time must have been learned. For 
other latitudes than that of Chicago the tip-.

Curve Shows Sun’s Variations. 

Looking at the dial, as it is placed with the 
stile due north and south, the line curving 
over the dial face right and left of the me- 
ridian marks whether the sun be fast or 
slow.

Remembering that 
where the sun time is “‘fast’’ the minutes must 
be added to the shadow time, and where the 
sun is “slow’’ the minutes must! be sub- 
tracted from the shadow time, the reader 
will be able to work out the problem for him- 
self.

Executors Estate R. C.. Wayne Secure 
Judgment for $76,000 Against Prov- 
ident Life Assurance Society. 


Louisville, Ky.. Dec. 12. 12.—[Bpeciat. jury in 


the Circuit court today gave @ judgment for $76,- 


000 against the Provident Life Assurance society 
in favor of the executors of R. C. Wayne, who 
was found dead near town a year ago, Laving 
either committed suicide or shot himself acci- 
dentally while hunting.

Assistant County Supt. Farr Says Pupils 
Should Make Presents for Their Par- 
ther Meetings.

CANADA PEARS LOSS OF FLAG. 


Ottawa Prophet Predicts That Dominion 
Will Have to Fight for Lifein 


Ten Years. 

Ottawa, Canada, Dec. Dec. 12.—{Special Corre- 
how the idea that 
Canada is er 
is spreading even among men broad, 
Pp ve ideas, familiar with the people 

and institutions of the great republic. 

Andrew Holland, a member of the irm who 
furnish the official stenographie reports of the 
senate of Canada, in a letter here, 
reviewing Canada’s relations with the United 
States, sets forth that years ego American 
statesmen adopted-and stil] maintain “ a well 
defined and utiswerving policy towards 
Canada, and that is to absorb us into the 
union by gentle pressure, if possible, or by 
fraud or by force if necessary.” 

He feels that within a decade Canada may 
be in the throes of a life and death struggle 
‘> maintain her position under the British 
flag or a flag of her own, owing to the enor- 
mously productive power of the United 
States, the necessity for markets, especially 
| for a market in Canada, from which they an- 
ticipate being cut out, the suggestion to 
acquire the French territorial and fishing 
rights on Canada’s Atlantic coast and in the 
mouth of the Gulf of St. Lawrence. 


Menace in Immigration. 

Stress is laid upon the undisguised satis- 
faction with whith the press of the northern 
and northwestern states view “ the Amer- 
icanization of the Canadian northwest ”’ by 
the settlement of thousands of United Staics 
citizens on Canadéa’s prairies; all these facts 
point in the same direction—to “ the ever ex- 
isting danger there is In relying on the hon- 
esty of purpose and friendship of the political 
leaders in the republic.” 

George Holland is not of the same opinion. 
In an address to the Ottawa board of trade 
the day before the letter referred to wes 
written..by his brother, George Holland 
asked, for instance, whether the United 
States was to be considered a nation of [ree- 
booters, who would undertake to annex 
Canada by foroe if we became an independeut 
nation? He answered in the negative, and it 
was this answer which drew forth Mr. Aa- 
drew Holland’s expressions of opinion above 
mentioned. 


Fear Training Ships on Lakes. 

The intimation that the government sees no 
objection to the United States placing addi- 
tional navy training ships on the lakes has 
elicited strong expressions of disapproval! 
from men connected with the defensive 
forces. 

The British authorities, who have the right 
of final decision, will do nothing without 
Canada’s assent, and, as the government of: 
Canada itself desires to place training ships 
on the lakes within the next year or two, it 
is difficult to see on what ground it can op- 
pose the intention of the authorities at Wash- 
ington. 

Advantage Te with 

It is pointed out that whilst the alarmists 
would do to Canada in the lakes region in 
case of war, Canada, on the other hand, con- 
trole the entrance to the lakes and in effect 
holds the great lakes cities of the union at 
her mercy. That is to say, whilst the United 
States has no means of reaching the great 
lakes with fighting ships from the seaboard, 

british gunboats and cruisers could be 
brought up to bombard American cities, de- 
stroy American commerce, and spread ruin 
far and wide, and whilst the United States, 
with all her resources back of the lakes, 
might hold sufficient of the lake region to 
enable her to ereate a new navy to meet the 
invaders, in the meantime the damage 
would have been done and incalculable loss 
inflicted. 


ASKS NEW TRIAL FOR WILTRAX.

This motion is the one that is recommended for the re- 
duction of a double chin and of all other known remedies 
there is not ome that is half as effective. A chin that is 
doubled and laid In many folds can be driven away in this 
manner, and the fat can be gradually made to disappear from 
the neck until it resumes the long, graceful curve which it

Add Both Weight and Muscle. 

The exercise of stroking the chin is one that ig recom- 
mended for the arm also, for it brings the arm into a strained 
position and forces it to perform motions which are unusual 
for it.
